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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments received on 01/15/2007 have been reviewed and considered with the 
following results: 

As to the objection to the drawings, Applicant's revision of the drawings has overcome 
the objection, as such; the objection has been withdrawn.

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

The statement of reasons for allowance of base claim 3 can be found in a prior Office 
Action mailed on 8/30/2006. 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a start signal outputting circuit 
(12 in instant Fig. 2) having an RF/DC converter circuit for converting a high frequency power 
(RF) signal into a direct current (DC) potential and outputting it, as recited in claim 1, having a 
very specific structural limitation such as a first transistor (Ql) connected to an anode side of the 
diode (QD), the first transistor working as a constant current source for supplying a constant 
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current to the anode side of the diode by a positive potential being applied thereto; and a second 
transistor (Q2) inserted between a cathode side of the diode and ground, the second transistor 
working as a constant current source for removing a constant current from a current outputted 
from the cathode side of the diode by a positive potential being applied thereto, and being 
configured in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claims and any intervening 
claims.
